BEETLES ARE AT WORST 



While Philadelphia suffered in the 
past week's record-breaking heat wave, 
the Main Line was hit almost as hard. 
Thermometers boiled readily upward, 
grass withered, small creeks ran dry, 
drug stores, ice cream parlors and soft 
drink dispensers did a mammoth busi- 
ness, and grocery stores exhausted 
their stocks of lemons. 

The Philadelphia Suburban Water 
Company, with offices in Bryn Mawr, 
reported that the Main Line and other 
suburbs in the vicinity used 26,750,000 
gallons of water on Monday — the high- 
est total consumption for any day this 
year. The average daily consumption 
here is four million gallons less. 

Much of the increase was attributed 
by water company officials to desper- 
ate efforts of many in the suburbs to 
save their lawns from the continued 
dry heat by sprinkling them lavishly. 

Sunday's water consumption was 
about 24,000,000 gallons. The total 
would doubtless have exceeded that of 
Monday had not many residents been 
at the seashore over the week-end.

Borough Nine Ends 14-Game 

Streak of Westerners On 

Their Field. 



MASTERS WINS FOURTH

Herb Stein's hard-hitting Coatesville 
Club found their fourlecn-gaine win- 
ning streak at an end Wednesday 
night on their own home field at Cen- 
tral Park when the champion Nar- 
berth Club swept aside a formidable 
contender in the western ranks to win 
a 13-5 triumph. 

Narberth was hack into their cus- 
tomary hitting stride, and, with the 
masterly hurling of Walter Masters, 
they went out in search of their sec- 
ond straight win with a view of pos- 
sibly approaching their recent mark of 
fourteen in a row set only a week ago. 
Keen support afforded Masters in this 
game was mainly responsible for this 
clean-cut conquest as flashy double- 
plays by the vigilant sentinels of the 
infield retired four of the fourteen men 
who gained admission to base, five 
scoring and the other five being left 
on the bags when punch in the pinch 
failed to send them in. 

This game gave the Davismen their 
fifteenth win out of the past seventeen 
contests or their thirteenth victory out 
of the last seventeen independent com- 
bats of the season. Walter Masters 
came through with his fourth straight 
impressive showing of the year as his 
teammates equalled their hitting rec- 
ord of sixteen hits for the fourth time 
this season. 

Martin and Runts, who have been 
fighting a strenuous battle for the hit- 
ting laurels for the second half, kept 
up the keen competition in this game 
as both men batted for a .600 figure, 
each garnering two singles and a dou- 
ble apiece. Vernie Fleck kept on the 
down-grade, but came through with a 
pair of hits to extend his consecutive 
hitting streak to twenty games. 

Dark, saturated clouds threatened to 
burst open and inundate the towns 
along the route to Coatesville, but 
when the boys arrived at the scene 
they found ideal baseball weather 
awaiting them. There was no sign 
of rain in the vicinity and the 1500 fans 
enjoyed a fine contest despite the one- 
sidedness of the fray. But as the game 
got under way there came a sudden 
roaring voile}' as an endless stream of

most enlightened communities of the 
United States. 

Many residents who went motoring 
in the comparative coolness of the eve- 
ning found the Mill Creek the most 
pleasant refuge from the heat. Sonic 
of the largest and coolest estates on 
the Main Line were closed, while their 
owners enjoyed the mountains and the 
seashore — especially the northern sea- 
shore. 

At Atlantic City, Wildwood, Cape 
May and other New Jersey points, 
bathers were stifled by the sun, burned 
by the beach sand, and frozen by the 
ocean, whose warm surface water was 
pushed to sea by the prevailing shore 
winds, permitting colder water from 
beneath the surface to rush ashore. 

Relief from the heat came on Tues- 



day and Wednesday, when showers 
aided humans and grass, trees and 
flowers alike. 

An early autumn meanwhile has 
come to the Main Line, with trees 
turning brown, and leaves falling. 
Japanese beetles were at their worst 
during the heat Sunday, and the height 
of their infestation is expected to con- 
tinue until the end of this month. Ac- 
cording to Government experts, the 
'spraying, with coated arsenate of lead, 
of shade trees and shrubs attacked by 
the pests should have been completed 
during the first week in July. 

Used at the rate of four pounds to 
fifty gallons of water, the spray, if 
given three hours to dry, remains ef- 
fective over a period of several weeks. 

"A second spraying is essential about 



three weeks after the first one for ab- 
solute protection throughout the sea- 
son. Lawns that so far have been 
untreated should at this time be given 
a mixture of five pounds of arsenate of 
lead and seventy-five pounds of dry 
bar sand per thousand square feet." 

Those residents who have not 
sprayed their grounds arc suffering the 
most from the beetle infestation, al- 
though their neighbors arc likewise 
being annoyed. It is expected that in 
another year or two lawns and trees 
will have been destroyed by the pests 
in wholesale numbers. 

It has been suggested that township 
and borough authorities take a hand in 
fighting the beetle infestation to pre- 
vent a great property loss to the Main 
Line and its residents.

At no time as during the past week 
has the need for a public swimming 
pool been more greatly felt by the 
Main Line. The Rose Glen pool in 
Gladwyne is closed this year, and the 
small Rrynwood Manor pool in Nar- 
berth was closed recently because of 
conflict with neighbors and Narbcrth's 
zoning restrictions. The large Colo- 
nial Village pool in Strafford served 
only the limited membership of its 
swimming and skating club. But no- 
where were residents of this section 
able to find a large public pool of the 
type to be found in Llanerch, Sixty-

Is 'Our Town' Read? 

In every town there exist those who 
decline to admit that two and two 
usually make four. Occasionally such 
a person is lo be found, engaged in 
business in Narberth. He asserts he 
doesn't believe much in advertising, 
and that if he did, it wouldn't be in his 
community paper, which doesn't have 
much circulation. 

On June 13 this type of skeptic was 
! confronted with a statement by "Our 
Town" that its net paid weekly circu- 
lation is 1074, certified to by the Penn- 
sylvania Newspaper Publishers' Asso- 
ciation Circulation Audit Bureau; that 
there are 1036 families in the borough, 
figured on a basis of four and one-half 
persons to family in the Government- 
reported population for 1930 of 4663; 
that "Our Town's" weekly distribution, 
including net paid circulation, sample 
copies and advertisers' service copies 
during the past year was 1379, and that 
Narberth's paper — the only advertis- 
ing medium covering the borough's 
trade area — has a coverage of over 70 
per cent, of this trading area — includ- 
ing the borough and parts of Merion, 
Wynnewood and Penn Valley. 

On a skeptic, this has little effect. 
Such a person places himself occa- 
sionally in a class with the publicity 
chairman or club secretary who insists 
on having news of his or her organiza- 
tion appear on the first page of the 
paper — "because nobody reads the rest 
of the paper." 

To those who spend much time and 
energy each week writing and editing 
the reading matter and advertisements 
that appear throughout the pages of 
"Our Town," it is interesting to note, 
with gratifying frequency, instances 
such as the one following: 

Back on page twelve of the July 11 
issue of "Our Town" there appeared 
a letter by Mrs. George Parkinson, 
praising the humane treatment ac- 
corded his horse by the driver of a 
Bond Bread wagon in the borough. 

A member of the paper's staff felt 
the man should know that he had been 
accorded gracious praise by Mrs. 



Parkinson, so he took occasion the 
other day to give the driver a copy of 
the paper containing the letter. 

The humane driver beamed. 
"Thanks!" he said. "That was a nice 
letter. I didn't know that it had been 
written, of course, and I didn't know 
there was a Narberth paper — until the 
day "Our Town" came out with that 
letter. And then I began hearing 
about it all along my route. You'd be 
surprised at the number of customers 
who have been showing the article to 
me ever since. It was a mighty fine 
piece of publicity, I can tell you!" And 
his horse wagged its head in approba- 
tion. 

And then there was the prank played 
on "Our Town" and one of Narberth's 
mail carriers by the post office force. 
Occasionally members of the P. O. 
staff have news of interest which are 
gladly accepted by the community 
paper for publication. One week, feel- 
ing mischievous, Postmaster Nesper's 
associates collaborated in a work of 
what they regarded as art. 

"Benny" Yowell, one of the carriers, 
was planning to spend Sunday on the 
Perkiomen, peacefully canoeing. That 
week's "Our Town" contained an item, 
well mingled with bona fide "Fireside" 
news, to the effect that "Mr. Benja- 
min Fillmore Yowell, of Narberth, has 
returned from a week's vacation in 
New York. He is suffering from a 
broken arm as a result of an accident 
at Coney Island." 

On Monday when he commenced 
the rounds with mail for residents in 
the northeast part of Narberth, Yow- 
ell was asked by his first housewife, 
"How's your arm?" "Oh, all right, 
thanks," he retorted, wondering what 
was wrong. When practically every 
person he saw on his route expressed 
solicitude, Yowell concluded something 
was amiss. It was, and postoffice con- 
tributions of "news" arc carefully cen- 
sored now by the editor. And when 
anyone asserts the paper is not read, 
he feels like responding blithely, "Yes, 
I think two and two don't make four, 
and it looks as if we'll have a clear 
day tomorrow unless it stops raining."

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Dairy Expert Tells 
About Milk Industry 

Edward Woolman Gives Business 
Men Wealth of Interest- 
ing Facts. 



What is the average life of a milk 
bottle? What scientific process re- 
duced the death rate of babies of New 
York's poorer parents by 50 per cent.? 
Why is Great Britain's population, 
with little done in the way of health 
campaigns, as sturdy as U. S. citi- 
zens? These are ;i few of the mics- 
tions answered by Kdward Woolman. 
Havcrford, of the Supplec-Wills-Jones 
Company, in speaking to Ardmore 

business men recently. 

Milk bottles, like the pitcher which 
went to the well, make only so many 
trips. A few years ago a bottle would 
be used only about eighteen times, 1ml 
now it usually returns to the front 
porch in the city 26'/: times, while its 
average life on the Main Line is about 
2()J/j trips. Mr. Woolman gave these 
statistics in telling of the troubles 
which confront the milk distributor. 
Other problems include waste in the 
plant, even distribution during the 
various seasons and supervision of sup- 
ply. 

The effective way to combat these 
problems is to standardize the prod- 
uct, control it and create a demand for 
it, he said. During the summer 
months it is a part of the program 
to follow residents to the resorts, made 
possible through pasteurization and re- 
frigeration. 

Milk, Mr. Woolman asserted, is one 
of the most easily digested foods and 
the digestive organs have almost noth- 
ing to do in assimilating buttermilk. 
He laid much stress on the value of 
pasteurization, or heating of milk to 
destroy all disease germs. When Dr. 
Pasteur's method of treating milk was 
first adopted in New York in 1894, the 
death rate of babies cared for at a 
charitable institution dropped SO per 
cent., he said, and infant mortality has 
greatly decreased since the use of 
pasteurized milk has become more 
widespread. 

Mr. Woolman also told of the strict 
supervision to which dairies are sub- 
ject from the Department of Agricul- 
ture and local health boards. 

Digressing from his main subject, he 
gave his reason for England's healthy 
condition without resort to the health 
campaigns peculiar to the United 
States. Playgrounds is the answer, 
Mr. Woolman stated. The islands 
provide room to play and young and 
old do play. He urged the value of 
greater exercise and stated that the 
Main Line needs more playgrounds. 
Mr. Woolman is chairman of the Play- 
grounds Committee of the Community 
Health and Civic Association. 

The meeting was held under the 
auspices of the Ardmore Chamber of 
Commerce in the Masonic Building, 
Ardmore.

Citing H. G. Wells' definition of 
success, "the ratio between what a 
man is and what he does," William 
Smedley, secretary of the Retail Mer- 
chants' Association of Pennsylvania, 
outlined his ideas on what makes a 
successful businessman and some ob- 
stacles to succes. 

The talk was given at a luncheon 
meeting of the Ardmore Chamber of 
Commerce at the Masonic Building, 

Ardmore recently. It was the last 
of the chamber meetings until fall. 

"The challenge of today can be 
met," Mr. Smedley said, "by intelligent 
effort. Competition is greatly over- 
emphasized. It is one of the best 
forces in business. It makes the suc- 
cessful business man. The independ- 
ent merchant, contrary to many ru- 
mors, is not out, he is on the rise." 

1'erserverance, faith and courage 
were cited by the speaker as the es- 
sentials to succes. Perseverance in 
work, faith in the community and peo- 
ple, and courage to carry on. 

Barnacles on the ship of progress, 
according to Mr. Smedley, are self 
sufficiency, selfishness, indifference, 
poor business management, lack of 
sales ability, lack of store courtesy, 
poor ttinr over, excessive overhead, ex- 
cessive credit and lack of advertising. 
As regards the last factor, news- 
papers are the best medium, the 
speaker stated. Care should be used, 
Mr. Smedley said, in the preparation 
of copy. He also advised advertising 
messages for Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, saying that people will 
come to the stores of their own accord 
the latter part of the week. 

A pessimist was defined by the 
speaker as a man who sees in every 
opportunity a difficulty, and an opti- 
mist one who sees in every difficulty 
an opportunity. 

Commendation of the work of the 
Ardmore Chamber was made by Mr. 
Smedley who urged co-operation, reci- 
procity and participation in the life of 
the community as the best road to 
progress.

First Half Season of Narberth Baseball Crowned 

With Success; McEntee Gains Batting Honors

Following an unproductive begin- 
ning in baseball during the first few- 
weeks of the season, Narberth cast 
asunder all obstacles in the path to 
glory and resumed the stride to which 
they have been accustomed for the 
past twelve years. Twelve times since 
Narberth's entrance into the Main 
Line League have the Borough Czars 
of baseball captured the league hon- 
ors in eighteen seasons. Judging from 
the manner in which the Davismcn 
walked away with the first half cham- 
pionship of the Main Line, prospects 
for the second half season and the op- 
portunity of emulating their double 
win of 1929 arc bright. 

The situation seemed very doubtful 
for the Borough club at the start of 
the season for in the first three weeks 
of playing they dropped the first three 
league contests of the year while in in- 
dependent ball they showed three de- 
feats out of six games. But this leth- 
argic spell was shaken off without fur- 
ther delay and since then have rolled 
up twelve victories without a defeat. 

Berwyn fell three times under Nar- 
berth's fire while Brookline, Media and 
Paoli all succumbed once each to the 
potency of local bats. The three set- 
backs given the champions for the sea- 
son were at the hands of Media in the 
first game of the year played away; 
by Brookline in the second game, and 
by Paoli in the last league defeat for 
the first half year of baseball. The 
final standing in league competition 
was six victories in nine games and 
in independent hall ten wins out of 
thirteen contests. 

In batting competition for the club 
honors Joe McEntee effected a brisk 
spurt by casting Vernie Fleck out of 
first place and taking the laurels for 
the first half with a high percentage of 
.567. Fleck fell back considerably and 
now follows in second place with a 
mark of .470 while Curwin threatens 
him with .439. 

McEntee's access to the top of the 
league is no surprise to those who are 
familiar with his playing for this crack 
first baseman has had a great deal of 
experience in baseball not only as a 
captain of the Holy Cross nine but 
also in the services of the Penn A. C. 
Club, Narberth's most outstanding ob- 
stacle in baseball. 

There have been a few severe 
changes made in the standing of the 
leading hitters of the regular nine as 
compared with the figures earlier in 
the season. Martin made a fine spurt 
fourth place during the last few games 



of the first half and Mickey Burns, 
once a strong threat to Vernie Fleck 
while he was in the lead, dropped to 
fifth position. Joel Rubincam, another 
leader at the start of the year, fell be- 
low and now settles in ninth place.

'Bolting Habit' Shortens 

Life, Says Dr. Appel 

"The term 'seven-minute eater' is be- 
coming more and more familiar. It 
represents that ever-growing class of 
noon-day restaurant and lunch-counter 
patrons who have permitted the hurly- 
burly of life to impose upon their 
digestive apparatus. Apparently not 
satisfied with forcing their automobiles 
up to the limit, they insist upon forcing 
down their food to the limit. And in 
both cases, as a frequent result, a 
smash occurs," says Doctor Theodore 
11. Appel, Secretary of Health. 

"While the rapidity of consuming 
provender at the midday meal in itself 
can shorten life, if it is consistently 
.ndulgcd in, the greatest objection to 
the practice lies in the establishment of 
the 'bolting habit' at all of the three 
meals. And it is fairly safe to say that 
the persistent bolter scarcely reaches 
extreme old age, which indeed is a very 
significant and sorrowful fact. 

"The marked progress in the nutri- 
tional field is one of the present-day 
boasts, and quite rightly so. Instead 
of the extenuated course dinners which 
dailv challenged the stomach's capac- 
ity, the shorter meal with salad and 
lighter foods is now socially accepted 
and consequently popular. However, 
much of the ground that has been 
gained by the establishment of a more 
rational menu is being lost through the 
more or less general custom of hasty 
eating.

Saturday On Norristown 

Line. 



NEW COACHES PLEASE 



No longer does the Phoenixvillc 
local go panting laboriously up the 
grade from Barmouth to Cynwyd sta- 
tion. Service by graceful, quiet, easy- 
moving electric coaches commenced 
Sunday morning, between Philadelphia 
and Norristown. It marked the com- 
pletion of the last unit of a vast elec- 
trification and modernization project 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad of all 
the Philadelphia suburban area. 

The first official trip between Phila- 
delphia and Norristown took place in 
the heat of last Saturday evening. At 
6:33 P. M. the first electric train, of 
eight coaches, pulled out of the DeKalb 
Street station of the county seat, 
headed toward the City of Brotherly 
"Love. It carried more than three hun- 
dred Norristownians as the guests of 
railroad officials. 

Railroad officials included J. H. 
Cooper, of Reading, superintendent of 
the Schuylkill division. State Senator 
James S. Boyd and Norristown's Bur- 
gess, Walter A. Wilson, were accorded 
the honor of starting the first electric 
train. Their hands rested on the throt- 
tle as the brakes were released, and 
the eight coaches "steamed" slowly out 
of the station. 

The train stopped at Conshohocken, 
Manayunk, Cynwyd, Bala, and Fifty- 
second Street on its way down to 
Broad Street station, which is reached 
half an hour later, at 7:03. After a 
fifteen-minute stop the return trip was 
begun, with stops made at the same 
five places. 

Shortly before reaching Norristown 
the train, which had been speeded up 
to about sixty miles an hour, came to 
a sudden stop, giving the passengers 
a shake-up. A signal had been thrown 
against the engineer, and he had 
thrown on the brakes immediately. 
This was the last incident before the 
train reached the county seat, at 7:55, 
after covering a distance of 34j^ miles 
in its round-trip run. 

Comments on the improvement of 
the service have been made by sev- 
eral residents of Bala-Cynwyd. No 
new trains have been added, but it is 
hoped the schedule will be expanded 
early this fall. At present thirteen 
trains leave Cynwyd (twelve from 
Bala) for Philadelphia on week-days 
and six on Sundays. From Philadel- 
phia there are fifteen trains daily, plus 
an extra one on Saturday, for Bala and 
Cynwyd, and on Sunday there are 
seven trains for Cynwyd, six of which 
stop also at Bala. 

Until new coaches are added, com- 
muters are noting with satisfaction that 
the electric trains are quieter, cleaner, 
easier-riding and two to four minutes 
faster than the steam trains. The time 
between Cynwyd station and Broad 
Street has been cut to sixteen minutes 
from the former time of between eight- 
een and twenty minutes.
